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The Catastrophe,

Tug torriblo boiler explosion yesterday after-
noon, with fts appalling less of life; full par-
tioulars of which we publish to-day, foroes
publio attention once more to the important
question of how tho use of steam may be
vendered more safe? There are hundreds of
boilers fn nse in this city, generally in con
nootion with establishments where @ Iarge
pumber of persons are employed as operatives,
and where an explosion weuld be followed by
results as shockingly destractive 1o human
life as in the instance now before us. 5till
more, there are beilors in use along our most
orowded thoroughfares, which are ns_llable
to explode as the one that blew up yesterday.

It is but s short time since this subject was
bofore the authorities, and somso measnres
wore then taken looking towards securing a
more thorough and carefnl supervision of the

steam boilers in use in this eity. Nothing |
definite, however, we believe was done. The

present appalling calamity should quicken
publio action wpon this vitally important topio.
Livery steam boiler nsed in this city should be
subjeot to official inspection and supervision,
The character and qualifications of enginsers
and others employed in the care of boilers

should be a matter of special care,
In many instances, at present,
incompetent  persons  have charge of

these terrible engines of de-truction, hazard-
ing daily the lives of thousands. Many pro-
prietors are toe penurious to pay sufficient
wages to secure the services of competent en-
gineers. All this should be a matter for
official supervision. By a system of rigid
inspection aund carefnl guperintendence, the
danger from explosions might be reduced to
{s minimum, and far below what it is now,
But still terrible hazards remain. There are
explosions which occur which seem to defy all
explanation, There seem to be occult pro-
perties of steam, which occasionally manifest
themselves in the most extraordinary and in-
comprehensible mauner, developing forces of
the mosat terrific character. It is to the re-
proach of science that we really kunow so little
about an agent which we lhave so long and so
extensively used.

Precautions against boiler explosions are

generally directed towards the'matter of care
in their use. This is well; bat it is also pro-
per o inquire whether mechanical science has
done its best in giving us the safest form of
‘boilers for the generation of the steam. Ex-
plosions ocour even when the greatest care is
used. Boilers may be fatally defective in con-
struction, and yet their dangerous character
never reveals itself until some terrible disaster
ocours. The minds of thinking men should
be directed towards the invention, if possible,
of some form of boiler which, in itself, should
be inoapable of explosion, and which should
be comparatively independent of the negligence
and ignorance of those having them in charge.
We cannot discard the use of steam in civi-
lized life. We must continue to use it, and to
use it more extensively even at the hourly
hazard of these life-destroying disasters. He
would therefore be a great public bensfactor
who shonld give to us some form of boiler
which, while giving all the practical advan-
toges of the use of steam, should at the same
time relieve us from the tremendous risks of
explosion. We believe that a distinguished
citizen of our city claims to have, at least in a
good measure, succesded in this matter. Wae
are mot competent to judge in the case, but
guch events as those of yesterday must cer-
tainly turn the public attention with renewed
interest to the entirve subject of steam boilers,
It should also stir up our city anthorities to
renewed diligence in exercising a wvigilant
supervision over the boilers now in use; and,
what is still more practical, the explosion of
yosterday should be a warning to all engineers
to exercise greater care in the ling of their
special duties. No amounnt of official super-
vision can compensate for or guard against the
faithlessness or recklessness of tlie men who
have the counstant care of thess machines,
Proprietors, too, should learn the lesson of
greater watchfulness. In this case, not the
operatives alone, but one of the proprietors
himegelf has met with an awial death.

There is & higher moral, which we a® might
lay to heart, that in the midst of life we are
in the presence of death ! Amid the terrible
foroes of nature which we evoke to do our bid-
ding, we are every moment at their meroy,
He who in health aud strength leaves wife and
children in the morning, may be borne back
to his home o disfigured and lifeless wmass ere
the evening | Our hearts should be touched
with commiseration for the families in our
niidst that have been so suddenly plunged into
the deepest distress, and deeds of generous
¢harity showld do what they can to relieve the

wants of the widow and the fatherlogs,

We have from time to time, for the past two
years, directed publio attention to the neces
eity of purifying the city, in view of the possi
ble arrival of the cholera, After incessant
labor and daily repetition of the danger, both
in geason and outl of season, the newspapers
of the ocity secured an appropriation from
Councils to effect the necessary object, and
had a plan adopted which, by its admirable
workings, did much to save our city from
the plague last summer. We take no oredit
to ourselves for the persistency with which
we urged the reform; we did but speak the
sentiments of our readers, and it was their

Now, & more cruel and unjustifiable assanlt
or series of assanlts on Lyndley Murray can-
not be conceived than the preamble to these
resolations, We really do not know whether
#07,400 was or was not appropriated. In fact,
we know wothing from the wordy presmble
excopt that Mr. Hancock thinks that it is all
right, provided he introduces the word “said”
before évery noun in his composition, If that is
the only requisite, the preamble is a model
document.,

In the first place, we oppose these resolutions
in totlo., We do not think our Coungils are a
judge as to whether the attacks of all the
newspapers, and Board of Health, and Judge,
are “uncalled for and malicious.” The num-
ber of these attacks is presumptive evidence
that they are just. Il seems to us that the
Council is like the Irishman who said that
the whole regiment was out of step with him,
The attacks en Conncilsare just and called for,
and by the members intermeddling in affairs
which concern them not, such as health and
hygiene, they make themselves ridiculous.
Their only duty is to appropriate the mouey
called for by the proper officers, and not to sit
in judgment on men who know more of aani-
tary wants and general literature than a regi-
ment of the Common Couneil combined. The
Board of Health was oreated by law for the
special purpose of looking after the sanitary
wants of our city, It is composed of cducated
and konest genileman, and in It4 hands wa feel
that money i8 much more socure than it would
be with any agent selected by a party eancus,

In regard to Mr. Hanooek's insolont remarks
about Judge Read, we esteem them not only
out of place but disgraceful, and the Conncil
should have vindicated its gelf-respect by
labling at once any resolution reflecting on a
high judicial offiver of the Commonwealih.
The interest in behalf of the public security
manifested by a gentieman of such high stand-
ing as John M. Head is exceedingly commend.-
able, and we wish we had many more such
public-gpirited cltlzens.

Having thus treated of the preface, let us look
at the plan proposed by Mr. Hancock. $40,000
ire to ba appropristed for sanitary purposes,
and placed at the disposal of the Mayor.

be removed | A pile of refuse matier cannot
be hauled away uutil this interminable routine
of red-tape is eonformed with, At the most
rapid gpeed it will require two weeks to re-
move a reported nuisance —meanwhile the
pestilence-breeding vapor will be flling the
langs of our people. This is the plan which
i# superior o the simple system which was
inaungurated last year by the Board of Health !
It peoms like the act of & madman to devise
such acirounmlocation ofloe. The yellow fever
fmmporter, Blackborn, could not do anything
more oaloulated to produce an epidemic, Yet
this silly plan was referred to a special com-
mittee of ten, If this committes is possessed
of any intelligence whatever, it will quash the
whole absurd composition of Mr. Hancook,
report in favor of the request of the Board of
Health, and entrust the safely of the oity to
those best qualified, and whose daty it is, to
see that no contagion comes near our homes.
We wounld suggest to this committes the pro-
priety of asking the City Solivitor whether

they can legally deprive the Board of Health
ol their proper functions.

Subscriptions for the Suofferers by the
Late Explosion,
Tur fearlul trapedy detailed elsewhere, which
Inuded a score ol human beings into eternity,
has awakened the liveliest sympathy in the
bearts ol our citizens. Not only have many of
the poorest of the residents of Philadelphin lost
their lives, and many families been bereft of
thalr dearest rolatives, but the only means ot
support on which they depended for ther daily
bread bas been suddenly withdrawn, Not only
18 the keen anguish of griel visited unto them,
but the sad prospeet of slarvation Is fuper-
ndded. While liberality canunot give them back
their lost ones, the wenlth of our oitizens can
al lepst prevent their suflering from Immediate
want. Aempo concerted steps have been taken
to solicit & subscription, and us already seyvsral
genilemen have requested ns to act a8 the de-
=itary ol money 10 aid the sufferers, we will-
